2: By their Fruits.” For . A Man 
not worth a Shilling enters our Society, Vet 
he freely gives a Penny a Week. Five Years 
after, he is worth ſcores of Pounds, He gives a 
Penny a Week ſtill. I muſt think this Man co- 
vetous, unleſs he aſſures me, he beſtows his 
Charity ſome other way, For every one is co- 
vetous, whoſe beneficence does not increaſe i in 
the fame proportion as his ſubſtance, 

Q. 23. Can any Thing be done with regard 
to the Books ? 

A. 1. Sell no Books on truſt, if you do, you 
muſt pay for them yourſelf. 2. Make the Cir⸗ 
cuit Steward pay for the Tickets which are uſed 
on the Circuit, at the Chriſtmas Quarterly 
Meeting. N. B. Mr. Weſley will not be ac- 
countable for any loſs. 

Q. 24. A common Report has run through 
Treland, that the Methodiſts were reſolved to 
ſeparate from the Church !

To our Societies in IRELAND. 


Fifty years ago and for ſeveral years following, 
all our Preachers were ſingle men, when in pro- 
ceſs of time a few of them married. 'T hoſe with 
whom they laboured, maintained both them and 
their wives, there being then no ſettled allow- 
ance either for the one or the other, Put above 
thirty years ago, it was found moſt convenient 
to fix a ſtated allowance for both, and this was 
found by the Circuits where they were ſtation- 
ed; till one year ſome of the Circuits com- 
plained of poverty. Dr. Coke and I ſupplied 
what was wanting. The next year, the number 
of Wives increaſing, three or four of them were 
ſupplied out of the Contingent Fund This was 
a bad precedent, for more and more Wives were 
thrown upon this Fund, till it was likely to be 
ſwallowed up thereby. We could think of no 
way to prevent this, but to conſider the ſtate of 
our Societies in Eng/and and Ireland, and to 
beg the Members of each Circuit to give us that 
affiſtance, which they can eaſily do without hurt- 
ing their families.
